Washington, August 4.—(Special.)—The 
president will tender a place on the indus- 
trial commission to Major J. F. Hanson, of 
Macon, as the representative of fhe cotton 
miil interests of the south. He stated as 
much to a friend with whom he discussed 
the make-up of this commission today. It 
is his intention to fill the membership of 
this body some time during this month, so 
that it may meet and organize about the 
first of September. This commission is to 
consider a great variéty of matters bearing 
upon the labor question, and it will doubt- 
less play a most important part in the leg- 
islation of the future. 

If Major Hanson. accepts the president's 
tender, Georgia will have two members, 
Congressman Livingston being one of the 
five appointed from the house. Hanson 
is the president’s own suggestion. He has 
in no sense been a candidate for the place, 
but the president's warm friendship for 
the major cropped out when it was urged 
upon tim that a representative of the cot- 
ton milling Interests should have a place on 
the body, and he at once decided to offer it 
to the Georgian.

WAY NOT ATTAIN 
“PEACE SO QUICKLY 


Sapasta Objects To Being Hur- 
rled, Will Take His Time, 


WANTS FULL EXPLANATIONS 


Every Phase of the Internal Situation Is 
Being Examined by Premier 


HESITANCY 1S ADMIRED

Head of the Cabinet Holds Frequent 
and Long Consultations with the 
Leaders of the Various Polit- 
ical Factions Guardedly 
Feeling His Way. 


Macrid. August 5.—Though peace is re- 
garded as assured, it May not be attained 
so quickly as is generally expected. Senor 
Sarasta objects to being hustled and in- 
sists upon evegything being done in a quiet, 
orderiy and dignified manner. He consid- 
ers it necessary to have full and satisfac- 
tory explanations as to all doubtful points 
in order to enable him best & protect the 
national interests against the. aggressive 
tendencies of the Washington cabinet. 
He has also to examine very minutely the 
exigencies of the internal situation and 
home politics, so as to avoid popular dis- 
Satisfaction and political unrest. 

The Span'‘sh people, though sincere'y 
desirous of peace, are disposed to admire 
this hesitancy and tenacious holding out 
until the last, although aware that it im- 
plies greater sacrifices. 

As an illustration of this feeling, while 
General Toral is blamed for capitulating 
at Santiago, Captain General Augusti, con- 
tiguing a hopeless resistance at Manila, 
bids fair to be a popular hero. It would be 
premature to suppose that the political 
consultations now proceeding foreshadow 
the resignat.on of the liberal cabinet when 
peace is concluded. The conservatives 
have so constantly and loyally supported 
Sagasta throughoufithe-war that no fac- 
tious opposition may.be feared from them, 

Hold Frequent "Consultations. 

The consultation between the premier, 
the presidents of the chambers and other 
prominent persons are described as being 
really a national character, with a view 
of ascertaining the opinions of all parties. 
The government has not yet entered upon 
any engagement regarding terms for con- 
cluding the war with the United States. 
The cabinet will follow the advice of the 
party leaders and will leave to the crown 
the liberty of choosing new advisors. 

All the leaders consulted, thus far have 
observed the strictest reserve with the 
exception of Senor Romero y Robledo, the 
leader of the Weyierite party, who de- 
clares himself in favor of continuing 
war. 

The queen regent has summoned several! 
generals for consultation. 

The censorship of the papers is now con- 
ducted with the utmost severity. The mil- 
itury censor has excised all the leading 
papers, inchuding the military journals. 
Everything having the remotest reference 
to the peace negotiations is suppressed 
und the censorship is especially severe 
upon criticisms of the American govern- 

1ent’s pretentions. These excised articles 
are replaced by poems, tales and literary 
matter, 

Reports from Philippines. 
Official reports from ITloiio brought 
tu July 15th show that: the 
against the insurgents

He is not strong and has not been 
for several months, and in a few weeks 
his annual attack of hay fever wil] set in 
and will continue until the frost in the 
fall. Although the fever leaves him at 
that time, it ‘eaves him greatly exhausted 
and in no condition to give his attention 
to active business and political matters. 

For several years he has been actively 
engaged in business and hag spent much 
of that time at his desk. His work has 
been laborious and he hag been painstaking 
in the performance of ais duties and he 
finds that now his health has been greatly 
impaired. | 

After taking everything into considera- 
tion, he decided yesterday to issue the fol- 
low'ng note to about twenty-five of his 
friends:

Captain English Makes Announcement 

As a result of the call for the meeting, 
Captain English’s parlor was crowded with 
bis friends last evening. Everyone had 
come without knowing just the object of 
the meeting and none for a moment di- 
vined that he was about.to withdraw from 
the mayoralty race. . 

When the announcement wag made it 
came with the suddenness of a thunderclap, 
and if a oomb had been thrown into the 
room the surprise would not have been 
greater. 

Without intimating what he would gay, 
Captain English met his friends at the 
door and they were ushered into the parlor. 
The meeting was very informal. 

“I have asked that you be -present this 
evening,” said Captain English, “so that 
I might make an announcement in the 
presence of my friends, which is of per- 
sonal interest to me ag well as public in- 
terest to you. 

“Several days ago I called at the office 
of my physicians and made a statement to 
them. This statement was that I was not 
well and for several weeks and even 
months had been overworked in my of- 
fice and overtaxed witn business affairs. 

“Dr. Elkin and Dr. Cooper, my physi- 
cians, then advised© me, after carefully 
considering my case, not to attempt the 
race for mayor, informing me that I was 
not strong enough to make the race, and 
in the event that I should be elected, that 
I would not be strong enough to discharge 
the duties of the mayor's office. I was sur- 
prised at their statement as I suppose you, 
too, are surprised at what I am about te 
say. 

“I took the matter under advisement and

FULTON-COLVILLE ANNOUNCES. 


Came to the Conclusion Very Recently 
and Will Commence Active Can- 
vass Among His Frien is. 

Mr. Fulton Colville announced his can- 
didacy for mayor last night.

“Mr. J. G. Woodward, having declared for 
an increase of the expenses’ of the city 
government, and Mr. E. W. Martin having 
said little about it, it strikes me as essen- 
tial to the best interests of the city that 
some one should announce who believes in 
a reduction of the operating expenses of 
the city government. 

Ss assistant city attorney for a terin 
or so, I had occasion to examine into the 
expense of running the city affairs, and 
‘from that time -have been convinced not 
only ef the justice of such reduction, but of 
the feasibility thereof, without impairing its 
publle service. 

‘Most of the salaries were made some 


' timé” ‘ago when-money was of less value 


than at present. Wages, rent, income and 
productive capacity have declined greatly, 
but the salary of most of the public officers 
and employees has remained unchanged. 
They should be réduced to meet the ex- 
igencies of the times. And those that have 
been. reduced should remain as at present 
till better times authorize an increase. l 
think the justice ef this position will com- 
mend itself to these very people. 

“Other neighboring cities arc spending less 
upon the same departments of government 
than we; yet without water facilities, the 
freight rates are against us, and unless 
we use the utmost economy in public ex- 
penditures, our industries are crippled by 
home taxation, and competition with others 
for trade is hindered, if not ruined. 

“Public progress depends upon individual 
prosperity, and when the individual is bur- 
deneq with taxation he falls a prey to his 
untrammeled competitor. 

“T am eatisfied the departments of our 
city government are not run as ecoyom.- 
cally as they might be. 

“T am also satisfied that taxation is not 
fairly distributed. The home owners pay 
the burden of the tax, while large capital 
in corporations js practically free. 

“The largest corporations of this city pay 
nothing on their real capital in comparison 
with the man who owns his small home. 

“The telephone company, the gas com- 
pany, the electric light company and the 
street railway companies, representing mil- 
lions upon millions, pay tax upon less than 
one million, while a small home in the sub- 
urbs pays its full-amount They use our 
streets free, yet every ciiizen who walks 
them must pay his street tax. They have 
a public franchise free, and act toward us 
as they wish, yet the’ public has no re- 
dress against mistake or extortion. 

‘| believe in a commission appointed under 
authority of the *%gislature to regulate and 
control these monopolies. Not a beard of 
confiscation, but oné of inquiry and author- 
ity. ‘Ite peddier who vends his wares 
upon our streets must pay a license, but 
the great monopoiies use them free and 
charge us full price. In the elities of Great 
Britain the use of the streets by these 
companies pay large revenues. and in 
many; of the American cities they do also, 
Wihy should we not have a revenue from 
the streets of, our city, which have cost 
the owners so much? 

“Il understand some of these monopoiies 
claim a franchise of fifty years. If se, is 
time to begin a settlement 
of this question, when they are seeking 
new and further franchises at thhe hands of 
the public? 

‘I think the public sewer system and wa- 
ter mains ought to be extended. Every 
man who pays interest on the wdter bonds 
is in justice entitled to the use of water 
at his home. 

“This is a hasty presentation of the sit- 
uation. I purpose to meet the people on 
these issues and discuss them.,”’

Theodore 


Roosevelt, commanding the First volunteer 
cavalry, to General Shafter was handed by 
the latter to the correspondent here of the 
Press for publication: 
Roosevelt Comes to the Point. 

“Major General Shafter—Sir: In a meet- 
ing of the general anc medical officers call- 
ed by you at the palace his morning, we 
were all,-as you Know, unanimous in view 
of what should be done with the army. To 
keep us here, in the oninion of every officer 
commanding a division or a brigade, will 
simply involve the destruction ur thousands. 
There is no possible reason for not shipping 
practically the entire command north at 
once. Yellow fever cases are very few in 
the cavalry division, wnere I command one 
of the two brigades, and not one true case 
of yellow fever has occurred in this divis- 
ion, except among the men sent to the 
hospital at Siboney, where they have, I 
believe, contracted it. 

“But in this livisicn there have been 1,500 
eases Of malarial fever. No. a man has 
died from it, but the whole cummand is so 
weakened and shattered as to be ripe for 
dying like rotten sheep when a real yellow 
fever epidemic, instead of a fake epidemie, 
like the present, strikes us, as it is bound 
if we stay here at the height of the sickly 
Season, August and the beginning of Sep- 
tember. 

“Quarantine against malarial fever is 
much like quavrantining against the tooth- 
ache. All of us are certain, as soon as the 
authorities at Washington fully appreciate 
the conditions of the army, to be sent home. 
If we are kept here it will in all human 
possibility mean an appalling disaster, for 
the surgeons here estimate that over half 
the army, if kept here during the sickly 
Season, will die. 

Will Ruin American Army. 

“This is not only terrible from the stand- 
point of the individual lives, but it means 
ruin from the standpoint of the military 
efficiency of the flower of the American 
army, for the great bulk of the regulars 
are here witin you. The sick list, large 
though is it, exceeding 4,000, affords but a 
faint index of the debilitation of the army. 
Not 10 per cent are fit for active work. Six 
weeks on the north Maine coast, for in- 
stance, or elsewhere, where the yellow fever 
germ cannot possibly propagate, would 
make us all as fit as fighting cocks, able 
aS we are eager, to take a leading part 
in the great campaign against Havana in 
the fall, even if we are not allowed to try 
Porto Rico. ° 

‘We can be moved north, if moved at 
once, with absolute safety to the country, 
although, of course, it would have been in- 
finitely better if we had been moved north 
or to Porto Rico two weeks ago. If there 
were any object in keeping us here, we 
would face yellow fever with as much in- 
difference as we faced bullets, but there is 
no qgbject in tt. The four immune regi- 
ments ordered here'are sufficient to garri- 


|} son the city and surrounding towns, and 


there is absolutely nothing for us to do 
here, and there has not been since the city 
surrendered. it is impossible to move into 
the interior. Every shifting of camp 
doubles the sick rate in our present weak- 
ened condition, and, anyhow, the interior 
is rather worse than the coast, as I have 
found by actual reconnaisance. Our present 
camps are as healthy as any camps at this 
end of the island can be. 

“I write only because I cannot see our 
men who have fought so bravely aid who 
have endured extreme hardships and dan- 
ger So uncomplainingly, go to destruction 
without striving, so far as lies in me, to 
avert a doom as fearful ag it is unneces- 
Sary and undeserved. Yours respectfully, 

“THHrODORE ROOSEVELT,

All Officers Agree with Roosevelt. 


After Colonel Roosevelt had taken the 
inittative, all the American genera] officers 
united in a round robin addressed to Gen- 
eral Shafter. It reads: 

“We the undersigned officers commanding 
the various brigades, divisions, etc., of the 
army of occupation in Cuba, are of the 
unanimous opinion that the army should 
at once be taken out of the island of Cuba 
and sent to some point on the northern 
Seacoast of the United States, and that it 
can be done without danger to the people 
of the United States; that yellow fever in 
the army at present is not epidemic, but 
there are only a few sporadic cases: but 
that the army is disabled by malarial fe- 
ver to the extent that its efficiency is de- 
stroyed, and that it is in a condition to 
be practically destroyed by an epidemic of 
yellow fever which is sure to come in the 
near future. 

“We know from the reports of compe- 
tent officers and from persona] observa- 
tions that the army is unable to move into 
the interior and that there are no facili- 
ties for such a move if attempted, and 
that it could not be attempted until too 
late. Moreover, the best medica] authori- 
ties of the island say that with our pres- 
ent equipment we could not live in the in- 
terlor during the rainy season without 
losses from malaria] fever, which is al- 
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now. the persone responsible for prevent- 


ing such a move will be responsible for 
the unneecssary Joss of many thousands 
of lives. . 

“Our opinions are the result of careful 
Personal observation, and they are also 
based on the unanimous opinion of our 
medical officere with the army, who under- 
stand the situation absolutely. 

“J. Ford Kent, major genera! 
teers, Commanding First division, 
corps. 

“J. C. Bates, major general volunteers, 
commanding provisional division. 

“Adna R, Chaffee, major general, com- 
manding Third brigade, Second division. 

“Samuel S. Summer, brigadier general 
volunteers, commanding First brigade 
cavalry. 

“Will Ludlow, brigadier general volun- 
teers, COmmanding First brigade, Second 
division. 

“Adelbert Ames, brigadier general volun- 
teers, commanding Third brigade, Forest 
division.

Major W. W. Wood, the chief surgeon of 
the First division, said:

General Ames has sent the following ca- 
ble mesSage to Washington: 

“The Honorables Chartes H, Allen, As- 
sistant Secretary ‘of the Navy: This army 
is incapable, ‘becauge of sickness, from 
marching anywhere but to the transports. 
If it is ever to return to the United States, 
it must do so at once.’’ 

To a Correspondent of 
Press General Ames said: 

“If I had-the pawér | would put the men 
on the transports at once and ship them 
north without further orders. I am confi- 
dent such action -would ultimate:y be ap- 
provet. A’ full Ist of sick would mean a 
copy of the roster of, every company here.

of colored men, to ascertain if they de- 
sired to go to Cuba in place of the First 
infantry. He found them not only unani- 
mous, but enthusiastically in favor of the 
proposition and anxious that the governor 
should offer their services. 

Governor Tanner, accordingly wired Ad- 
jutant General Corbin, at ‘Washington, 
asking that the First infantry be with- 
drawn if possible and offering the Eighth 
in its stead.

Engagement at Manzanillo Was More

8th. They show that much more damage 
was done than is ‘generally understood.

hismarck’s State Funeral Was 
Sadly Disappointing, 


IT BORE TRACES OF HASTE 


Church Inadequately Decorated, While 
No Enthusiasm Was Displayed. 


NOT A MEMBER GF FAMILY PRESENT 


Proceedings Characterized by the Ut- 
most Simplicity, but Emperor’s 
Invitations to the Official 


World Were Liberally 
Respondeil To. 


Berlin, August 4.—Today’s ceremony was 
briliamt and impressive as regards court 
display, but quite disappointing in obher 
respects. It bore traces of haste and half- 
heartedness, The church was inadequately 
decorated and the public displayed no en- 
thusiasm in the ceremonial, which, so far 
from having exceptiona:i character of great 
national mourning for a nation’s greatest 
Statesman, differed hardly any from hun- 
dreds of similar features that may be wit- 
nessed here at any time, 

Perhaps the most disappointing feature, 
though it was known beforehand, was 
the fact that not a‘single member of the 
Bismarck family attended. The royal pew, 
set apart for their accommodation, remain- 
ed conspicuously and significantly empty. 
It must be admitted that the deceased 
statesman was not altogether popular with 
the masses in Berlin, but on such an ocea- 
sion this alone could hardly account for the 
Sparsemess and nondescript character of the 
pubiic attracted to the scene. 

The bitterness of the old chancellor to- 
ward the young Kaiser seems to reach beée- 
yond death. 

Today's incident was emphasized by the 
fact that Prince Herbert Bismarck came to 
Berlin during the afternoon on private bus- 
nese. 

The proceedings were characterized by 
the utmost simplicity, but the emperor's 
invitations in the official world were liber- 
ally responded to, many of the leading men 
coming from distant places for the sole 
purpose of being present. The emperor 
and empress arrived by traim at Charlot- 
tenburg and drove to the church in an 
opén .andau drawn oy tour horses, with 
postiltions preceaed by outriders and es- 
corted by the squadrons of cuirassiers.

Thig regi- 
ment had old. relations with the late 
prince and sent its band to. sereriade him 
after Blind’s attempt on his life. 

The American ambassador, Andrew D. 
White, and the Spanish ambassador, Senor 
(Mendez de Vigo, arrived almost together 
and sat side by side. The absence of al] 
well-known adherents of the Bismarcks 
was most noted, especially as many of 
them came up to Berlin immediately after 
the death, presumably to confer on the 
attitude they would observe. 

Congregation Stands. 

Their majesties took seats in two arm- 
chairs in front of the altar, all others in 
the congregation standing throughout the 
service. The emperor wore the uniform 
of the Foot Guards and the empress was 
in simple mourning attire. The church 
was not filled with those that were invited, 
so that some of the remaining congrega- 
tion obtained admittance. Despite the 
brightness of the day the electric light 
Was used. 

On entering, Emperor William shook 
hands with Prince Hohenlohe, the chan- 
cellor. The organ wag playing Beethoven's 
“Funeral March” as their majesties took 
their seats, but the music svon passed 
into the homely strains of a German 
choral, played very softly like the sound 
of a child’s voice singing to itself. Then 
the choir sang Kendal’s “I Know That 
My Redeemer Liveth,’’ after which Dr. 
Faber advanced and facing the congrega- 
tion. read the sentence of the German 
burial service, “Blessed are the dead which 
die if the Lord,” adding a number of ap 
propriate scripture passages. like ‘For 
today is a prince fallen in Israel.” 

Afver the singing of a choral came “Gott 
Thut Das Ist Wholgathen” and then the 
hymn, “Jesus Lebt.’’ 

Dr. Faber offered an extempore prayer 
based on the 48th Psalm, which. he said, 
hade once been commended to Prince Bis- 
marck in an important crisis in his life 
by an cid friend as a source of comfort 
and strength and which the great depart- 
ed had often quoted. The prayer was a 
German paean of triumph and gratitude 
for the achievementa of Bismarck and h'‘s 
contemporaries. It was rich in scriptural 
exclamations like “My Father, my Father, 
the chariot of Israel and the hoseman there- 
of."" «me pateage ran thus:

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)\—Off and on 
for several months passengers in Pullman 
sleepers on the Southern railway, between 


Macon and Brunswick and Macon and 


-Jacksonville, have been robbed of clothing, 


money, watches and jewelry, while the 


passengers wee asleep in their berths, and 
pagéage cars and cars on the Southern 
road at and below Macon have also been 
broken into and burglarized. Ohly last 
' night passengers in a Pullman 
on the Southern were robbed somewhere 
between Atlanta and Brunswick. Three 
gold watches and other valuables and 
clothing were stolen. Among the passen- 
gers who are said to have been robbed in 
this way last Saturday night were Judge 
Brewster, Mr. George Muse. a lady and 
others of Atlanta. 

By the excellent work of Special Police 
Detectives Ben Dumas and Alex Clark, of 
the Macon force, two of the parties en- 
gaged in the above-mentioned burglaries 
have been arrested and committed to jail. 
The two prisoners are negroes, namely, 
Fenton Howard, alias Charlie Crawford, 
and J. H. Williams. 
last night at a negro club room, on Foumh 
street, but Crawford was arrested several 
days ago as a suspicious character and 
vagabond. At the hearing today before 
the recorder sufficient evidence was pro- 
duced to commit Crawford to the superior 
court on four separate counts of burglary 
of cabs and baggage cars on the Southern 
road. Crawford had pawned a pair of 
pants which Conductor Sloan testified as 
being his and having been stolen from a 
baggage car, which was locked and stand- 
ing in the road’s yard at Macon. Other 
stolen effects which were found in Craw- 
ford’s possession were identified in court. 

Freight Conductor Finney, of the South- 
ern, testified that one night, near East- 
man, Crawford was faund on top of his 
train, and when accosted by him Craw- 
ford pointed a pistol at him. Finney and 
members of the train’s crew overpowered 
Crawford and took the pistol from him. 
Crawford, however, managed to ‘escape 
from them, but in the scuffle the pistol 
was Obtained, and Finney produced the 
pistol in court this morning and Crawford 
admitted that it was his pistol.

Augusta, Ga., August 4—(Special.)—An 
important railroad hearing is in progregs 
in Augusta before Judge EB, H. Callaway, 
of the superior court. It grows out of the 
petition of the Augusta Southern railway 
for the appointment of a recelver and the 
effort to break the lease of the road by the 
South Carolina ana Georgia railroad. 

As was stated at the time of the filing of 
the petition, it is charged by petitioners 
that the South Carolina railroad manage- 
ment has violated the terms of the lease; 
that it has so operated the Augusta South- 
ern railroad as to ruin its business and 
estrange its patrons; that it has taken the 
good rolling stock of the Augusta Southern 
for use on thé South Carolina road, and 
has put worn out rolling stock from the 
South Carolina road on the Augusta 
Southern: that it is itself seeking a pur- 
chaser, and that its whole course h con- 
nection with the leased road has been of 
a character to injure the Augusta South- 
ern instead of bettering it, aS Was prom- 
ised at the time of the lease. 

The South Carolina railroad takes up 
each point in the petition, seriatim, and 
denies specifically and at length the sev- 
eral averments, and in addition declares 
that it is not seeking a purchaser, but is 
a solvent, progressive and successful cor- 
poration. Further, that under the terms of 
the lease it was agreed between the par- 
ties that whenever any matters of differ- 
ence arose they should be. submitted to 
arbiters, one to be chosen by the South 
Carolina road, one by the Augusta Soutk- 
ern, and in case of disagreement a third to 
be selected by these two. It alleges that no 
arbitration has been asked for by the Au- 
gusta Southern on the questions raised in 
the petition. 

Petitioners Present Affidavits. 

The day was consumed in the reading of 
the petition and answer and the submission 
of testimony in support of same, and it is 
likely the hearing will consume one or 
two days more, 2 

The petitioners introduced a large num- 
ber of affidavits in support of the aliega- 
tions in the petition. First came a batch 
from the engineers on-the railroad, who 
uniformly testified’. that the Augusta 
Southern had several vuluable locomotives 
in perfect order which were transferred to 
the service of the South Carolina road 
after the lease, and second-hand engines 
of greatly inferior capacity and cond.tion 
were put to work on the leased line. Fur- 
ther, that the engines uged by the South 
Carolina road were given tne right of way 
in the round house, while repairs upon 
the engines used on the leased line were 
neglected unt] the engines became almost 
helpless. ' 

Affidavits by all the conductors on the 
Augusta Southern were to the effect that 
the first-class coaches were taken from the 
road by the Scuth Carolina, and that in- 
ferior coaches were put in their places; 
that for a month there was mo divided 
ear for the use of whites and blacks, as 
is required by law, and white and negro 
pessengers had to ride in the same coach 
without d.vision between them, greatly 
to the dissatisfaction and comcvlaint of the 
patrons of the road. Also that engines 
were so neglected that the conductor 
could not signal the engineer by means ar 
the bell cord running through the train. 
but bad to shout to the engineer out of 
the window, and when much soise was 
being mide by the train had to send a 
train hand over the tender to communicate 
with the engineer. 

Station agents testified to the neglect 
of the shipping interests of the road, Je- 
claring that freight was delayed for 
weeks, giving rise to many claims against 
the road by shippers. 

Shippers living along the line of the road, 
in the lumber business, wood business, cot- 
ton business and fertilizer business, testi- 
fied that the management of the road 
under the South Carolina lease had been 
such as tv demoralize their business, it 
being impossible to get cars when wanted, 
or when promised, or to fill orders for 
gocds. Several saw mil) men and lumber 
and wood men testified that they had been 
forced to abandon their business on the 
Augusta Southern road, 

Several Augusta cotton factors testified 
to the great difficulty in gettire cotton over 
the road, and to discriminattons in favor 
of Charleston. If a buyer on the Augusta 
Southern bought cotton for shipment to 
Charleston, it was handled at once. If 
he bought for shipment to Augusta, it 
stood cn the railroad platforms for weeks. 
Several testified to absolute loss of entire 
shipments. 

Wihen court adjourned for the day tes- 
timony was not all in and the case will 
certainiy occupy two more days. J. R. 
Lamar and Boykin Wright represent pe- 
titioners, and J. B. Cumming and H. A. 
Taylor, of New York, represerit the South 
Carolina road. 


SEAL HUNTERS RAID ROOKERIES. 


Absence of Revenue Cutters from the 
Sea Offers Good Chances. 


Unalaska, July 25. via Victeria, B. Cc. 
August 4.—Weil founded reports are in cir- 
culation that a concerted attempt will be 
made next month by a fleet of Canadian 
sealers to raid the rookeries om the islands 
of St. Paul and St. George. There is but 
one government vessel, a gunboat. to 
guard Bering sea against pelagic sealers, 
and the department has ordered her to 
visit the various ‘fish camneries along the 
Alaska coast and see that the fishing laws 
are not violated. 

Around Unalaska and Dutch harbor, 
where the larger portion of the sealing fleet 
rendezvous before the season opens, are a 
score of vessels, and it seems tc be an 
open secret that in the event of the ani- 
mals being scarce in the present zone al- 
lowed for sealing purposes the captains 
contemplate raiding the rookeries. The ab- 
sence of revenue cutters, they declare, 
seems to imply a tacit invitation to invade 
the sea amd kill seals wherever they may 
be found, 

Both the St. Paul and the St. George is- 
lands have a few government officers, les- 
sees, employees and a couple hundred na- 
tives, but this force is inadequate to frus- 
trate a well planned raid. The officers 
themselves expect the laws will be flagrant- 
ly violated unless revenue cutters are sent 
up to render patrol service.

Chaitanooga, Tenn., August 4.—(Special.) 
The men who bear the arms and the brunt 
of service in Uncte Sam’s army laugh at 
some of the igolish stories printed in locai 
and foreign papers regarding army life and 
matters here. In every instance the men 
who look after these matters for the papers 
haven’t the ieast idea of what they are 
talking about, and 
confined to the giasses 
eyes by the officers. So far it has been 
aimost impossiblé for an enlisted man 
to furnish correct stories of their different 
commands, though they might have been 
enlisted for that purpose. Army authori- 
vies-do not look with favorable eyes upon 
the man who has the press through which 
to te.l the real stories of this war that 
neariy al] of the men consider a big po- 
litical scheme on the part of some of the 
members of the present administration. 

I have had an opportunity to sound rep- 
resentatives from both the north and the 
south, and nearly every one is of the 
opinion that President McKinley is an in- 
nocent party to the present conflict. 

‘But the political part is not what inter- 
ests the people of Georgia and the s«uth— 
it is whether or not the south has had its 
share in the opportunities for distinguish- 
ed services to the nation. So far not a, 
single southern regiment has been sent to 
the front to engage in the conflict, and ihe 
present indications are that they vill be 
forced to swap their guns for park pdoi:ice 
badges and be kept there to keep the na- 
tional park—whicn has been despoiled by 
northern troops—in order. The private citi- 
zens cannot understand the anxiety with 
which the soldiers look forward to %1n or- 
der to move to the front. ,They cannot 
appreciate the longing there is in every 
heart to be where the hottest fighting is 
going on, so that he may be able to come 
home and avoid the jeering remarks tliat 
some cads wili throw at him, calling him 
a ‘‘tin soldier.”” 


The First Georgia. 


Of all the soldiers in camp those from 
the south have’ borne off the pa:m for so- 
berness and good behavior, though seome 
of the regiments from the north have also 
won good reputations. As usual, Georgia 
stands well .o the front, and there is not 
a prouder man in the service than Colonel 
Lawton when he walks at the head of his 
command. The splendid appearance made 
by the First Georgia when it came into 
the park impressed every one, and the 
good impression has been maintained by 
the epiendid conduct of the boys in ail 
drills and camp courtesies. Every item of 
equipment has been supplied, and it wou.d 
only require sixty minutes for the boys 
to be ready to board the train for the 
front.

This necessary article 
has to be hauled in barrels five miles, and 
it is impossible to give the men more than 
envugh to drink.

Democracy and the New Questions. 

The action of the state democratic 
convention of Texas, reported in yester- 
day’s Constitution, was in some respects 
very significant. The report of the 
platform committee, after indorsing the 
Chicago platform, and congratulating 
the country on the prowess of American 
sailors and soldiers, declared that the 
war must not obscure the money ques- 
~tion; that the Nicaragua canal should 
be constructed and controlled by the 
United States government; that the let- 
ter and spirit of the Cuban intervention 
resolutions should be carried out; that 
the Cubans should be permitted to es- 
. tablish an independent governme:t of 
their own; but that the island should pe 
annexed if the terms can be arranged 
between the two governments, and that 
Porto Rico and all other Spanish pos- 
sessions in the western hemisphere 
should be acquired and made a part of 
the territory of the United States. 

In reference to the Philippines, the 
Texas democrats “opposed annexation 

or continued retention of the Philippine 
tslands or any other territory upon the 
eastern hemisphere.” 

Whatever doubt may exist in the 
minds of the people of this coun*ry as 
to the annexation of the Philippine 
group, we believe that the sentiment of 
the people is overwhelmingly in favor 
of the acquisition of every Spanish 
island in the West Indies, and of the 
annexation of Cuba just as soon as it ig 
possible for us to get it and, at the 
Same time, keep the national faith in 
the pledge to ‘irst establish ay indepen- 
dent republic. It iooks as if fhe Philip- 
pine question will settle itself in Spain’s 
acceptance of the demand for nothing 


Spanish possessions in the West Indies 
as part of our own territory, we can 
afford to dismiss the Philippine ques- 
tion, and the country may felicitate it- 
self upon the fact that what gave prom- 
ise of being the most serious question 
as the result of the war has practically 
settled itself. 

(Not so, however, with Cuba, Porto 
Rico and-the other Spanish isiands in 
the West Indies. Porto Rico and the 
smaller islands are practi«ally ours now, 
and Cuba will be in due time, and by 
its own consent. The declaration of 
the democrats of Texas, adopted by a 
vote of 697 to 334, expresses the senti- 
ments of the democratic masses through- 
out the country, who look with lit- 
tle patience upon the argument that the 
democratic party is traditionally opposed 
to the policy of territorial expansion 
when, in truth, every mile of newly ac- 
quired territory beyond the confines of 
the original thirteen states, except Alas- 
ka. was given to the Stars and Stripes 
under democratic auspices. 

This action of the most powerful ahd 
progressive democratic body to be found 
in any state of the union is sure to 
have a tremendous effect in shaping 
party action on the new questions that 
have arisen out of the results of the war. 
These questions must be decided on the 
line and in the light of democratic pol- 
icy, democratic traditions, and demo- 
cratic principles; and this policy, these 
traditions and these principles must be 
interpreted and applied to the fnew 
questions in no narrow, corgested or 
provincial way. This is what the Tex- 


as convention has*done, and we have no 


hesitation in saying that democrats all 
over the country. will hail the fact that 
the “colonial” question has not been 
lightly or coldly disposed of. 

The» name of Jefferson figured in the 
convention. It is a great name, and 
democrats cannot revere it too highly or 
appeal to it too often. We know that 
Jefferson was in favor of territorial 
expansion. We: know also that he 
looked forward to the acquisition of 
Cuba. More than that, we know that 
his democratic vision carried his hopes 
over deserts and plains and far over 
sea, embracing all possibilities of the 
future of democracy. It is true that the 
basic idea of this republic fs local self- 
government; and that all governments 
should derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 

But do these basic doctrines of de- 
mocracy make‘it either necessary or de- 
sirable that we should turn our backs on 
an opportunity to give the ignorant and 
the oppressed, the alien and the stranger 


ng ' at our doors, the benefits at least of good

government, and so prepare him and set 


| him on his<feet that he may come to 


appreciate and realize the inestimable 
blessings of self-government? 

In the light of these reflections let 
us not put too narrow an interpretation 
on those maxims and principles which 
stand: for American democracy. IT[éet us 
not make of democracy a matter so ab- 
solute, and exclusive, and selective, as 
to deny even its smallest beginnings 
to those people who would enjoy ‘its 
blessings. Let us remember, and let 
our readers remembert, that the smallest 
crumbs and fragments of democracy 
have a power of nourishment and im- 
provement beyond that of every other 
political scheme, experiment or insti- 
tution. And such is the marvelous 
character of these doctrines that even 
the ignorant and the unlettered may 
seize and assimilate them. They come 
to the oppressed as food after a famine. 

No man can afford to say to democ- 
racy, “Your bounds and limits must be 
here.” No man, however great he is 
in fact or imagination, can afford to be 
supercilious, or provincial, or narrow- 
minded in the bestowal of the blessings 
of good government. Democracy is a 
form of benevolence. If we find crouch- 
ing at our feet those who are hungry 
and nakeé& do we say to them, “You are 
ignorant; go your way?” If we cannot 
give them all we have, may we not give 
them a little? So with the aliens and 
strangers of the West Indies who have 
for centuries lived under the rod of op- 
pression; shall we say to them, “You 
are unfit to govern yourselves; ge back 
to your oppressors?” Shall we not, 
rather, by giving them the benefits and 
blessings which may be made to flow 
out to them from the fountain of this 
republic’s freedom, gradually win and 
move them to a just apprehension of 
what is. noble and excellent in our in- 
stitutions, and stir in their hearts a 
desire and an ambition to become ac- 
tive participants in the great democratic 
scheme? ° 

‘Now, the moment has arrived when 
thege reflections cannot be said to be 
a dream or a vision; they represent no 
Utopian scheme. Opportunity, coldly 
and careless enough, has cast at our 
feet the wrecks and hulks of oppression. 
They are full of people, human beings 
like ourselves, though they are aliens 
and strangers. Shall we set them 
adrift, or shall we summon our boasted 
democracy to a test? ‘That is the es- 
sence of the new questions. We are 
very sure, indeed, that the great party 
of Jefferson will not shirk or postpone 
the issue. It must be met and disposed 
of now to the end that other important 
issues may not be obscured. 
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‘ A Heavy Peach Crop. 

The annual convention of the Georgia 
Horticultural Society, now in session at 
Americus, gives pertinence to various 
suggestions that have been made to The 
Constitution in private letters from va- 
rious parts of the state. 

It is conceded on all hands that the 
crop of peaches in Georgia this year is 
the largest ever grown in the history of 
the state. It # so large, indeed, that the 
crate manufacturers have been unable 
to supply the demand, and, im conse- 
quence, some growers have already been 
compelled to sacrifice a part of their 
crops by feeding the peaches to the hogs. 

The suggestions that ‘have been made 
to us are to the effect that a great part 
of the crop which is shut out from ship- 
ment, or which threatens to go to waste, 
may be preserved and. utilized by drying 


there is a steady growing demand for 
canned fruM:. This is demonstrated by 
the fact that a great many canning fac~ 
tories have been established in Georgia 
during the past few years, and there 
is as yet not the faintest symptom of 
over-production. 

‘Nearly every village in the fruit and 
truck garden belt has its canning fac- 
tory. There is no secret about the pro- 
cess, and very little preparation is nec- 
essary to the work. An impromptu can- 
ning factory might be set up on a peach 
farm in a few hours, and it would cer- 
tainly be more profitable to utilize the 
surplus fruit in this way than to feed 
it to.the hogs, or allow it to rot on the 
ground, 

It is a pity, in the face of a crop so 
large, that circumstances have stood in 
the way of sending it promptly to the 
market. © At the north the railways 
make ample provision for getting fruit 
and vegetables to market. In aiding the 
growers they aid themselves, and they 
have thus helped along an industry that 
pays them very large returns. Our 
southern roads are doing very well con- 
sidering all the circumstances, but they 
could do better; and they will, when 
they learn that a little preparation in 
advance pays such handsome returns. 

Meanwhile, the best thing that can 
be done with that part of the immense 
crop which, for one reason or another, 
is threatened with destruction, is to 
dry as much as possible and can the 
rest. It is hardly too much to say 
that, in the near future, every large 
peach farm will be supplemented by ap- 
proved apparatus for drying, as well as 
the necessary conveniences for canning. 

In this time of economies, every edge 
must be made to cut. 
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Why We Should Have Porto Rico. 


Whether or not the-Philippine islands 
remaim under the protection of the 
American flag, it is certain that both 
wisdom and right demand the annexa- 
tion of Porto Rico to the United States. 

Under fivé suceinct heads The New 
York Times briefly summarizes the rea- 
sons why Porto Rico should be annexed 
to the United States. In a nutshell, 
they are: 

I‘irst, in view of the purposes for 
which we went to war we cannot afford 
to allow Spain to retain’ an important 
island within five hundred miles of 
Cuba. If we were to allow Spain to 
retain Porto Rico we would find our- 
selves within the next five years under 
the necessity of interfering in the af- 
fairs of that island for the purpose of 
stamping out misrule and oppression: 
So, why make two bites at one cherry? 

Second, the time has come when 
Spain’s record of four hundred years of 
brutality in the West Indies must end. 
We are the instruments in the hands of 
providence for bringing this about, and 
for exterminating Spain from the west- 
ern hemisphere, 

Third, we need “Porto Rico. On ac- 
count of the geographical position of the 
island we need it for coaling and dock- 
ing stations for our vessels in the West 
Indies. In winter it will furnish one 
of the most delightful of tropical] resorts 
for our people. 

Fourth, we are morally and legally 
entitled to Porto Rico. Of course, if 
Spain had acceded to our demand to 
withdraw from Cuba we would have no 
claim upon Porto Rico; but since she 


refused to do this, entailing upon us the | 


necessity of compelling her to @ithdraw | Lr 
| prevailing 


from Cuba, we are clearly entitled to 
Porto Rico by way of just recompense. 
But even this is poor requital for mil- 


lions of dollars spent and thousands of | 


lives lost. 


Fifth, Porto Rico is hungry for the | 
blessings of liberty, which we can easi- | 


ly bestow upon her. ‘Within the next 
few years we ‘can convert the island 


into one of the fairest abodes of civill- | 


zation on the globe. 
So, everything considered, Porto Rico 


properly belongs to the United States, | 
' ment. 


and the United States intends to make 
good her rights thereto. 
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Our Trade with Japan. 


Great Britain is beginning to show dis- 
tinct signs of alarm gQver the rapidly 
increasing purchases which Japan is 
making in the United States. Since 1890 
her exports to Japan have not quite 
trebled, while the exports of the Unit- 
ed States to Japan have more than 
quadrupled. If this same ratio con- 
tinues it is evident that Great Britain 
must, in time, surrender her commer- 
cial supremacy in Japan to the United 
States. 

‘But let us come down to exact fig- 
ures. In 1890 Japan bought $6,874,531 
from the United States and $26,619,102 
from Great Britain; im 1895, she bought 
$9,276,360 from the United States and 
$45,172,110 from Great Britain; in 1896, 
she bought $16,373,419 from the United 
States and $59,251,780 from Great Brit- 
ain; and in 1897, she bought $27,030,537 
from the United States and $65,406,266 
from Great Britain. On carefully exam- 
ining these figures, it will be found 
that whtle Great Britain is considerably 
ahead in the aggregate value of her ex- 
ports to Japan she cannot long main- 
tain*her lead if the United States con- 
tinues to gain upon her at the rate in- 
dicated in the foregoing table. Take 
for example the year 1897. In that 
year the exports of the United States 
amounted to less than one-half of those 
of Great Britain, but = Great Britain 
gained upon ‘her record for the preceding 
year only $6,154,486, while the United 
States gained upon her record for the 
preceding year $10,657,118. 

Indications show that for the present 
year the exports from the United States 
to Japan will considerably eclipse those 
from Great Britain to Japan, and that 
when the record for 1898 is made up 
Great Britain will have more cause than 
ever for uneasiness. 

The British Board of Trade Journal 
in discussing the situation in Japan 
states that within the past few years 
direct steamship lines have been estab- 
lished between New York and Yoka- 
hama, and that this accounts in large 
measure for the increased trade of the 
United States. Still another reason as- 
signed is that enterprising American 
firms have recently established agen- 
cies in Japan for tbe purpose of encour- 
aging more intimate trade relations. But 
perhaps the most potential factor cred- 
ited with bringing about the increased 
demand for American products is found 
in the quick deliveries which Ameri- 
ean firms are enabled to make, ‘To il- 
lustrate the difference im this respect 
the paper from which we quote states 
that one of the leading British firms 
agreed to deliver in Japan within ten 


months time five locomotives, in ac- 


cordance with specifications, and that 


capt 


the plum. 

Of pourse, the British newspaper is 
not disloyal to home products as to 
say that they are inferior to American 
products; but such is undoubtedly the 
case when it comes to mechanical sup- 
plies; and this constitutes another rea- 
son for the prograss which the United 
States has made in Japan. 

Great Britain may well knit her brows 
in sober thought over the problem which 
is thus presented to her for solution, 
Gradually she’ is losing the splendid 
trade which she once enjoyed in Japan, 
amd if she expects to remedy the evil 
which threatens to destroy ‘her com- 
mercial supremacy in, that kfngdom, 
she must certainly bestir herself. But 
there is little probability that she will 
be able to cope successfully with the 
United States, 

From the figures which we have al- 
ready cited, it appears that the demands 
of Japan for industrial products are in- 
creasing from year to year. In 1890 she 
purchased but Itttle either from Great 
Britain or from the United States; but 
today her purchases from both coun- 
tries are large; and if the United States 
is wise she.will spare no pains in fol- 
lowing up the advantages which she has 
gained in Japan. 
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Municipal Reform. 

The League of American Municipalities, 
which has been in session for the past 
four days, at Detroit, ‘Mich., bids fair to 
accomplish good results. Every ieading 
municipality in the United States is rep- 
resented in its personnel; and from the 
published reports of its proceedings, it 
fs evident that deep thought has been 
given to the various topics which have 
come up before it for consideration. 

Mayor MacVicar, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
president of the league, thus sounded 
the keynote of the session in his annual 
address: 


American cities must be made wholesome 
inévery sense of the word. They must, If 
such a thing be possible, be made to con- 
serve and not consume the energies they 
draw frem the courtry. They must have 
No slums to pollute the currents of their 
own lives and the life of the nation. The 
garbage question, the tenement question, 
the whter question, the franchise question 
the question of parks, public baths, play- 
grounds and other means and instruments 
of public health and recreation must be 
studied in their larger relation to the 
preservation of the life and health of our 
great republic. 

As an advocate of municipal owner- 
ship of franchises Mayor MacVicar laid 
great stress upon the urgency of mu- 
nicipal reform in this direction, but de- 
clared that in order to make the pro- 
posed reform effective it was necessary 
to adopt the merit system. For the in- 
formation of our readers we briefly cite 
the contention of Mayor MacvVicar. 
Said he: é 

To my mind ft would be suicidal to en- 
large the functions of municipalities with- 
out providing for the thorough application 
of the merit system In appointments, promo- 
tions and removals, We Who belleve in mu- 
nicipal reform are in the paradoxical posi- 
tion of proclaiming that our cities are doing 
badly that which they are doing, yet urging 
that they assume new duties. _But the logic 
of our contention is better than it seems. 
Nothing could do more to bring out the 
latent virtue of the indifferent citizen than 
to freight the ship of state, already, as he 
fears, overloaded, with stfll dearer interests. 
I am not afraid to startle our money-mak- 
ing voters by prod@uéine a situation which 
will alarm them into a. state of perpetual 
political vigilance. They.need to be alarm- 
ed. Arouse them to the serfousness of the 
conditions, and the spasmodic 
energy which now cleans the Augean sta- 
bles of municipal corruption once in ten or 
fifteen years will be harnessed by unavoid- 
able necessity for regular activity. So long 
as the corporate interests operate these 
public utilities for private gain, just so 
long will we have uncompromising oppos 
tion to civil service and good city Prose} 
ment. first the

| opposition, which, to my mind, can be ac-

complished by removing our public 
chises from the public mart, and a new era 
will dawn in which the best citizenship will 
be the qdominant force in municipaj govern- 


So radical is the reform in municipal 
affairs which is thus contemplated that 
years fnust elapse before it can be put 
into effect, if, indeed, it can be put into 
effect at all. So thoroughly imbued are the 
people of this country with the spirit of 
democracy that the idea of municipal 
ownership of franchises is naturally re- 
pugnant, since it clearly aims to re- 
strict the rights of individuals. Still the 
discussion of the matter is not without 
interest; and even though it may not 
lead to the adoption of municipal reform 
in the extreme sense of that term there 
is good reason to believe that it will 
eventuate in good results. 

We heartily commend the wide-awake 
spirit which the League of American 
‘Municipalities embodies, jand we be- 
lseve that it contains the solution of 
many of the problems which are now 
vexing the municipal life of the country.

That was a 
case where dealers had notices for thirty 
days before the sale, and some ten or 
more of them attended and submitted bids. 
In this case the apprehensions of holders 
are excited by being told that their secu- 
rities are to be taxed, though furmerly 
Supposed to be non-taxable, and that the 
tax may be laid for last year, as well as 
for future years. Mr. Jones's criticism 
that I have not done myself justice in my 
former letter may be true, and I regret 
having imposed upon myself, but have the 
gratification of Knowing that some of my 
friends who happened to be affected by the 
prospect of being taxed upon their invest- 
ments have recovered their composure and 
will not likely turn their property loose 
without fair compensation. I agree with 
friend Jones that taxable property ought 
to pay taxes, but as it is and has always 
been an open question as to whether these 
debentures are subject to taxation, I would 
prefer that fhe owner let his own judgment 
and conscience determine whether they 
should be returned under the law. Mr. 
Jones has doubtless frequently bought de- 
beniures on ‘this own account for the pur- 
pose of selling them at a profit, and as 
he knows that non-taxable securities are 
most popular, I will] ask him to candidly say 
whether he ever suggested, when offering 
them, that they were taxable. I have no 
desire in the world to do him an injustice,

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BEET AND CANE SUGAR EXEMPT. 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


Renders Interesting Decision. 

Washington, August 4.—The commissioner 
of internal revenue today rendered a de- 
cision in which he holds in effect that 
persons engaged in manufacturing sugar 
from caDe or beets and who do not buy 
and refine other sugars are not subject 
to the tax imposed by the new war revenue 


act. 

This act provides as follows: 

“That every person, firm, corporation or 
company carrying on or doing the busi- 
ness of refining petroleum, or refining sugar 
or owning or controlling any pipe line for 
trarsporting oil or other pro ucts, whose 
gross annual receipts exceed $250,000, shall 
be subject to pay annually @ special excise 
tax equivalent to one-quarter of 1 per- 
centum on the gross amount of all receipts 
of such persons, firms, corporations and 
companies in their respective business in 
excess of said sum of $250,000." 

The contention of the commissioner is 
that the law applies only to the persons 
engaged in refining raw sugar, as distin- 
guished from those who produce the raw 
or unrefined sugars from cane or beets. 
Under this ruling practically all of the 
beet sugar mills of the west and the cane 
mills of the south are exempt from the 
tax, who are held not to be refiners within 
the meaning of the law. Of this latter 
class there are said to be over 700 in 
the state of Louisiana alone.

whom were left in Tampa, Fla., when the 
volunteer cavalry sailed for Cuba with the 
army of invasion. All of the volunteer 
cavalrymen are sich with either fever 
or dysentery, and some of them .are in a 
very dangerous condition, it is said. 

None of the Second Georgia volunteers 
were sent up on the ‘hospital train, and it 
was learned from the officers in charge of 
the sick that arrived from Tampa that 
very few of the Georgia men comparative- 
ly were on the sick list. The Georgians 
seem to stand the hot weafher and unfav- 
orable conditions at Tampa better than 
some of the regiments that come from the 
northern states, and the few cases of fever 
contracted in the camp are said to be of a 
very light nature. All day yesterday the 
steward’s office at the general hospital was 
crowded with the anxious parents of the 
Georgia volunteers, living in Atlanta, who 
wanted to know if any of the Georgia boys 
had arrived on the hospital train. They 
were informed that the majority of the 
new arrivals were regulars, and none of 
the: Georgia volunteers were among. the 
sick. ; 

The only other volunteers to come besides 
the Aough Riders were five men-of the 
Third Pennsylvania, five from the Fifth 
Maryland, two from the Second New York, 
one of the Third Ohio and one of ‘the First 
Florida. All of them were left in the hos- 
pital at Tampa by their regiments, most 
of which are now in Cuba. 

That so many of the Rough Hiders should 
be taken sick before seeing any active ser- 
vice in Cuba was a surprise to the sur- 
geons of the army, who judged them to be 
the hardiest soldiers in the volunteer force. 
Most of the men in the First volunteer 
cavalry came from the west, and were ac- 
customed to outdoor life and exposure of 
all kinds, and for that reason they were 
piaced in the front rank of the army of 
invasion. A number of the Rough Riders 
were hardened football players and ath- 
letes from the colleges of the east, in per- 
feet physical condition. Notwithstanding 
these facts, the Rough Riders have suffer- 
ed probably more than any other volunteer 
regiment, and have more men on the sick 
list at Fort McPherson and at other hos- 
pitals in the south ‘than any of the other 
regiments. 

Convalescents Leaving. 

Over eighty furloughs have been granted 
to the soldiers at the post who are recov- 
ering from wounds and fever, and every 
day large numbers of them are furnished 
transportation to their homes, where they 
will be permitted to stay for two months. 

The men who have not money enough to 
buy their meals on the way home will be 
furnished with so much cash to be used for 
that purpose, and the money advanced to 
them in this way will not be taken out of 
their salaries, when due. 

The.majority of the fever patients: that 
arrived on the hospital train were placed 
in the hospital tents that have been erect- 
ed on the drill ground, instead of in close 
rooms of the buildings. 

It was the opinion of the surgeons that 
the cases of fever could be treated better 
in the open air, and the tents were put up 
on the wide drill ground, which is the cool- 
est place to be found at the post. Wooden 
flooring raised a few inches from the 
ground has been laid in all the tents to 
protect the patients from the damp grass, 
and imthis way they are given comfortable 
quarters and a delightful view, to divert 
the attention of the patient from this own 
condition as much as possible.

BOARD WILL ACT PROMPTLY 


By Bringing the Representatives of 
Roads Together Good Will Result. 


POSITION OF THE LESSEE IS STATED 


That Company Is Willing for Its Com- 
petitors To Leave the Old Station 
and Build One of Their Own. 


HE state railroad commissioners will 
Te a prompt hearing to Atlants’s 

petition for a new passenger station. 
But what the commissioners will decide, 
fs another matter. They will not talk, 
but at elast one of them believes thatthe 
present site is the best,. and he is of the 
opinion that the railroads can acquire suf- 
ficient property on the north and south 
sides of the present site to give all the 
room needed for extra tracks and facili- 
ties. One fact which must be taken into 
eonsideration is that the state officials are 
predisposed to use their influence in a way 
which will benefit the state’s property. 

If it is shown conclusively that the pres- 
ent site ig too narrow, and eminent civil 
engineers have so declared, then the com- 
missioners will be confronted with a con- 
dition. They cannot make the Western 
and Atlantic abandon the old carshed, but 
can have it rebuilt, at that company’s 
expense. If the other roads choose to build 
stations of their own, or a union 
station on a different site, the commis- 
sioners will no doubt approve the plans, 
but the roads are divided in opinion as to 
what ought to be done. Once a hearing is 
had before the commission, it may be pos- 
sible to bring them all together on some 
one plan, but so long as (here is no formal 
petition from the city, there will be uo 
move to permanently improve Atlanta’s 
passenger facilities, 

Mr. Charles E. Harman, general passen- 
ger agent, Western and Atlantic railroad, 
and the representative of that company 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railway upon the board of control 
of the union passenger station at Atlanta, 
Was asked yesterday what he thought of 
the depot question. He replied that there 


were two or three things which should not 


be overlooked in the discussion. 

“1. The present location is a most desira- 
ble one,” he said, “‘and I believe meets the 
approval of nine-tenths of the people of 
Atlanta. All the great railroad systems 
of the United States have paid large sums 

- of money to get as near the center of cities 
with their passenger stations as possible. 
Why should the people of Atlanta be com- 
Pelled to go away out on the edge of town 
to board the cars, when they desire to take 
@ trip? 

“2.If our company was a tenant, we 


“Might also desire to become a proprietor 


of a depot. This matter should not be 
allowed to influence public sentiment with 
Teference to the location of a site’ for a 
Passenger station. 

“3. Atlanta certainly needs a new un- 
fon passenger station, or the present sta- 
tion should be remodeled and fitted up 
worthy of our city. I believe that all the 
railroads would be willing to help erect a 
hew depot, on or near the present site, 
Provided sufficient room could be obtained 
to do so. If it is decided to build a new 
passenger station on some other site, I 
do not believe that the Western and At- 
lantic railroad should be expected to bear 
eny portion of this expense, as we have 
leased from the state of Georgia, property 
between Loyd and Forsyth streets, which 
is valued at $752,000, upon which the pres- 
€nt union passenger station is erected, 
Which valuation makes us pay a rental to 
the state for tue Same of over $50,000 per 
€nnum. Thus you see that the Western 
and Atlantic railroad pays to the state of 
Georgia for it's passenger terminal facili- 
Ues over $50,000 per year, a sum much 
6reater than we receive from all the ten- 
ants using the union passenger station 
wut together, as rental.

The fact is that the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis railway has paid out $202,- 
056.45 more as expenses and rental for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad than they 
have received as income from December 
27, 1890, to June 30, 1898. In other words, 
the gross earnings of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad from December 27, 189, to 
June 30, 1898, were $11,146,035.34, total ex- 
penses $8,193,485.53, leaving balance §$2,032,- 
549.81, deduct rental $3,154,606.26 shows a 
‘deficit of $202,056.45.’’

MAJOR THOMAS LOOKED FOR. 


No New Developments in the Western 
and Atlantic Situation Here. 


President J. W. Thomas and Traffic Man- 
ager H. F. Smith, of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railway system, were 
expected to visit Atlarta yesterday, but 
they did not come. 

There were no developments in the West- 
ern and Atlantic situation. President 
Thomas has not made any statement about 
what he proposes to do. Mr. Joseph M. 
Brown, traffic manager of the Western and 
Atlantic, was in Nashville on Tuesday, and 
had a long conference with the president, 
but the latter volunteered no information, 
and it is understood that Mr. Brown did 
no broadh the subject of possible reorgan- 
ization to him. Mr. Brown stated yester- 
day that he did not know what plans are 
under consideration or what the president's 
policy will be. 

The Nashville American says that ‘the 
impression at headquarters ts that the po- 
sitions of traffic manager and general 
freight agent of the Western and Atlantic 
will be abolished. 

This is said to be what the Western and 
Atlantic’s competitors want, not on per- 
sonal grounds at all, but because it is be- 
lieved that if these places are abolished, 
the system will lose business which will 
go to’ other roads. The reports of the 
Southeastern Car Service Association show 
that the Western and Atlantic has been 
bringing from 300 to 600 more cars into At- 
lanta’ every month than the next highest 
road. 

A railroad man, commenting on the situ- 
ation, said that the Western and Atlantic 
had been doing too much business. “Traffic 
Manager Brown and General Freight Agent 
Dickey have done too well for their road, 
he added. ‘“‘They got the bulk of the com- 
petitive traffic, and their competitors laid 
for them.

If Atlanta had 
the rebilling privilege, she would absolute- 
ly control ‘the grain and flour trade of the 
southeast, and other cities and most of the 
railroads have objected to giving it to her 
Of course there are good objections, from 
a railroad standpoint why Atlanta should 
not have this privilege, and as she has not 
one chance in a thousand to get it, there 
is no use to agitate the matter.”

Burlington’s General Passenger Agent 
Before Interstate Commission. 
Chicago, August 4—In his argument be- 
fore the interstat2 commerce commission 
today. Gereral Passenger Agent Bustis, of 
the Burlington road, warned the Canadian 
Pacific that, if it continued a shotgun pol- 
icy tuward Une American roads, cungress 
would intervene anc compel it to desist. 
Mr, Eustis spoke fer upward of an hour 
and a half. ) 
In forceful language he described the 
evils which he Sald had cesulted from the 
granting of differentials to the Canadian 
read. Ne declared that if the Canadian 
Pacific could not conduct business on even 
terms with its American competitors, it 
shouid not be allowed to take American 
traffic. He was interrupted several times 
by Commissioner Prouty, who asked him 
how weaker roads could secure a share of 
traffic if they were not graniec differentials. 
Mr. kKustis replied that the roads handi- 
capped by physical disabilities snould com 
pete for cheaper lines of traffic. burther 
catechised on the same subjeci, he ad- 
mitted that this discrimination might in a 
sense amount to granting differentials. He 
denied, however, that giving differentials 
to Uhe western roads would prove a remedy 

for the present troubles. 

‘Differential religion,’’ he said, ‘‘will not 
bring peace to the soul of the railway 
men,”’ 

He thought ‘the Canadian Pacific could 
compete on even terms with its competitor 
if it quickened its time, and he considered 
that a share of the American traffic in the 
east should be carried by the Canadian line. 
The Canadian claimed differentials from 
Boston to San Francisco, but there were 
half a dozen roads connecting these points 
which possessed greater disadvantages 
than Uhe Canadian Pacific, and could claim 
differentials from it. 

Wheh speaking on the futility of arbitra- 
tion in railway disputes, Mr. Eustis digress- 
ed a moment ‘to compiiment Mr. McNicoll 
on the shrewdness he had displayed in 
desiring arbitration. He said Mr. McNicoll 
knew what he was about when he sug- 
gested that course. Otherwise no agree- 
ment would have been reached, and mat- 
ters would have stood as before. 

In making his recommendation to the 
commission’ Mr. Eustis disav@wed on be- 
half of the western roads any desire to 
exclude the Canadian line from operating 
in American territory, so long as it would 
consent to compete on even terms with the 
American lines. He contended that differ- 
entials wherever tried had proved c dead 
failure, and he ‘nsisted that no natural 
disabilities which the Canadian road might 
possess entitled it to the differentials. He 
asked the commission to decide the extsat 
of the Canadian read’s right to do business 
in the United States. 

‘During recent years,” he said, “‘the Ca- 
nadgian Pacific has become an importan* 
comyetitor of the American lines, and its 
unjust ways have excited a great decal of 
public comment. I have told Mr. McNicoll 
that if he will become a fair comypetitor, 
reither the western lines or the trunk lines 
will object to the Canadian line getting its 
fair share of traffic. ’ 

Mr. Raymond replied on behalf. of the 
Canadian Pacific, and at the closes of his 
argument the commission left for Wash- 
ington.

Testimony Yesterday Did Not Show 
That Moody Engaged in Fraud. 


DID HE MAKE BRADSTREET STATEMENT?

J wraer an indictment charging fraud, 

in gudge Berry's court yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. The case Was set for 
9 o'clock yesterday morning, but was post- 
poned. The case continued during the af- 
‘ernoon and it is estimated by the attor- 
neys that it will consume the rema:nder 
of this week, as there are a large number 
of bouks, bills, invoices and other papers 
used in the transaction of business by 
Moody & Brewster which will have to be 
examinea. 

The greater part of yesterday afternoon 
Was consumed by the prosecutor, Mr. E4- 
ward T. Hiler, at the request of the at- 
torpeys for the defense, in ident fying in- 
bills of: lading to show how

Orly twc witnesses were placed on the 
¢tand. Mr. Bockcut, of the Bradstreet’s 
agency, and Mr. Hiler. The attorneys for 
bot! sides, Hammond, Skeer & Langley 
and Solicitor O'Neill, for the prosecution 
and Resser & Carter and John L. Hop- 
kins & Scns, for the defense, are putting 
up a stubborn fight and every point is vig- 
®rously combated, 

At the close of the trial 
presecution was suid to be 
at the beginning of the case. 

Moody shows and expresses the gr-acest 
confidence in the outccme of the tria! in 
his favor and believes that he-~will have 
no trouble in proving his innocence of 
any fraudulent transactions, 

The indictment alleges that Moody made 
untruthful statements of his firm’s liabili- 
ty to obtain credit to purchase more 
‘goods, 

Mr. Rosser, in his questioning, showed 
that he intended to try to prove that 
Moody did not purchase the goods but 
that the orders were given by Brewster to 
the salesman of Bacon & Co.: that Mr. 
Hiler, the credit man for Bacon & Co., 
when he came here for an investigation 
into the Hability of the concern and re- 
ported favorably, did not base his report 
on the staterents and showings made by 
Moody, but that he recommended the gale 
of the goods to Moody & Brewster on the 
Strergzth of the indorsements and good 
standing of the firm which he learned from 
the number of bankers and business men 
he visited while here. 

Testimony of Mr. Bookout. 

Mr. Bookout, who visited Mr. Moody in 
behalf of Bradstreet's, was the first wit- 
ness placed on the stand. The agency here 
had asked the firm for a report of its 
condition, in order that the agency might 
prepare a rating, and the orig nal was fur- 
nished by Mr. Bookout to the court. 

Mr. Bookout said that Bradstreet’s us- 
ually rated the Cotton States Beltine and 
Supply Company according to the report 
of the firm of Moody & Brewster, but that 
the last report he obtained from them did 
not mention the gupply company, and he 
called on Moody to have it explained, when 
Moody wrote the name of the Cotton 
States Belting and Supply Company on the 
report and explained another item up- 
on it. From this report the arency male 
out the rating of the firm 

Mr. Hiler on the Stand. 

Mr. Hiler was the next witness. He was 
on the stand for over three hours and will 
be introduced again the first thing this 
morning to further tell what he knows of 
Moody and why he should be prasecuted. 

Mr. Hiler said that his firm had been 
selling goods to Moody & Brewster over 
two years, and they had usually mei 
the'r obligations. The salesman for Bacon 
& Co, called on Moody & Brewster in the 
early part of the year and sold them a 
bill of about $13,000 worth of goods. A few 
months later Moody & Brewster ordered 
more goods, and Mr. Hiler came hero 
about May 15th to learn what the stand- 
ing of the firm really Was. 

Bradstreet’s rated them high, and he 
visited many people to whom he had been 
referred by letters of introduction from 
Mr. Moody, among the firms he visited be- 
ing the Lowry Banking Company, the Cap. 
ital City bank, the Maddox-Rucker Bank- 
ing Company, the Third National ‘bank, 
A. M. Robinson & Co., and others, and 
some of tkese firms doubted Moody & 
Brewsier, he said, 

Mr. Hiler said he called on Mr, Moody 
and was told that the firm was in excellent 
condition. He staid with Mr. Moody for a 
whole day and was told all about the bus- 
iness. Mr. Moody, he said, told him that 
the firm was $17,000 better off than it was 
on the first of the year. 

Mr. Moody eaid that the greater amount 
of money had. been made in the fertilizer 
trades. Mr. Hiler was taken by Mr. Moody 
in a carriage and shown over the city to a 
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the latter said belonged to the firm. All 
these were valued at $71,000, $40,000 of which 
was (Moody’s and $31,000 was Brewster's. 
Mr. Moody offered to take him to the 
courthouse and show that there were no 
incumbrances on the property. 

The showing made, Mr. Hfler said, was so 
good that he returned to New York and 
ordered the goods shipped to the firm. In 
fourteen days after that the firm failed 
with enormous Habilities. 

Mr. Hiler returned to the city and saw 
Mr. ‘Moody, who-said that he did not think 
the firm could pay 10 cents on the dollar of 
the indebtedness, but thought that his un- 
cle would come to his aid and the firm 
might be thus able to pay 16 or ® per 
cent. 

Mr. Rosser questioned Mr. Hiler, very 
closely as to the goods the la&er identified 
in the store after the failure and the 
amount he found in original packages, Mr. 
Hiler said he found al! but three cases, and 
for these he could not show any bills of 
lading and could not say that they had ever 
reached the establishment of Moody & 
Brewster. 

All for which the prosecution could show 
bills of lading were identified in the store 
in the original packages and this was con. 
sidered a strong point by the defense, as it 
wil] go to show that the intention of the 
firth was not to defraud or steal the goods, 
as they had never been opened. 
Much: figuring was done ‘Mr. Hiler for 
the defense in getting at the time the goods 
were received and setting the dates down 
accurately. 

The indictment against Moody charges 
that he is guilty of a m'tsdemeanor in mak- 
ing a false statement to  Bradstreet’s 
ageney with alleged fraudulent intent. The 
statement is as follows:

The other charge is that he is a common 
cheat and swindler, in that he made to 
Hiler on May 17th certain statements of

While Mr. Bowkout was on the stand it 
was not positively proved that Mr. Moody 
made out the statement as charged, al- 
though he did make some corrections. Mr. 
Rosser, at the adjournment of court yes- 
terday afternoon, was attempting to show 
by the evidence of Mr Hiler that Bacon & 
Co. sold the goods to Moody & Brewster 
by virtue of the personal report of Mr. 
Hiler, after consulting with bankers and 
business men of Atlanta. 

Mr. Hiler will be placed on the stand 
the first thing this morning and his delivery 
of testimony will be continued. There are 
a large number of witnesses and among 
them are some of Atlanta’s most prominent 
business men.

DIETARY KITCHEN IS NOW WANTED 


Red Cross Will Probably Establish | 


This—The Good Work of Mrs. 
Governor Atkinson. 


T is announced «that the hospital au- 
| thoritics at Fort McPherson find the gov- 
ernment able and willing fo take care 
of the sick and wounded soldiers there, and 
that no outside aid is required at present. 

However. it is undoubtedly true that the 
work of the Army and Navy League, un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Governor Atkin- 
and the Atlanta Relief Association, 
under Miss Powell, has had much to do 
with the betterment of conditions in the 
hospitals at Fert McPherson. 

With the great rush of sick soldiers to 
limited quarters and supplies at the bar- 
racks, it was impossible for the officials 
there to supply the men with all the neces- 
saries for sick beds. Sheets were scarce, 
some cots were without pillow cases, some 
of the sick ones had not had a change 
of clothing since leaying Santiago. The 
conditions were altogether bad when the 
ladies of the Army and Navy League took 
hold of matters and determined to provide 
comforts for the inmates of the

wards. 
With this end in view 
Mrs. Gordon and several 
the organization called on 
in eharge of the hospita's, and Major 
Bubb, in charge of the to if 
the various supplies needed so S2diy could 
not be furnished by the government. It 
was stated that no clothing, except what 
was actually required on the sick bed, could 
be issued to men without descriptive lists 
being furnished. As the soldiers had come 
from different regiments in different parts 
of the country. it was impossible to get 
these lists without sending to their re- 
spective regiments. This would take 
weeks, but the hospital officials stated it 
was impossible for them to provide under- 
clothing for the sick men unless they knew 
positively just how much clothing every 
man had drawn during his service. ‘The 
army officials acknowledged <this was too 
much red tape. The ladies of the Army 
and Navy League concluded it was out- 
rageous to let men suffer like that for the 
necessities which the government should 
give them. 
Washington Is Appealed To. 

Mrs. Atkinson says she immediately 
wrote a lengthy telegram to the Wash- 
ington authorities describing the terribie 
condition here and asking that inspectors 
be sent at once to see just how things were 
being conducted. The inspectors arrived 
ceveral days ago, and saw. What they 
suw. or how it impressed t "em, they have 
not said. Their report was made in 
Washingten. I: is elleged one went 
through the ward in citizen's clothes, and 
the other wore hig uniform.

At ary rate, Mrs. Atkinson, Mrs. Gordon 
and Miss Huntley, of the league, called 
at the fort again yesterday, and according 
to their statements witnessed a remarkabie 
change.. Where there were soiled sheets 
before, -ciean ones had been substituted; 
the beds, as white and clean as in any- 
body’s house, were covered by new” mos- 
quito netting. Moreover, every man in 
the fever wards had pillow cases, two 
sheets, towels and everything needed. 
Some of these articles had been supplied 
by the league, but the majority had .been 
furnished by the government, 

The ladies also called on Major Bubb. 
He stated he mad made arrangements to 
give the patients everything they needed— 
undershirts and necessary clothing. Major 
Taylor stated he had just made arrange- 
ments whereby he was authorized to pur- 
chase all necessary supplies in the city 
for the.fospital. These supplies are being 
bought in good quantities and there will 
be no further cause for distress améng the 
sicx soldiers on this account. 

The ladies of the Army and Navy League 
and other charitable associations of the 
city have done about all they can do for 
Fort McPherson. Now that the govern- 
ment has been brought to a realization 
of its duty to the men who have fought 
for it, there is no need for the ladies to 
do anything more. They will, therefore, 
turn their attention to Camp Thomas, 
weere there are urgent demands for gup- 
plies. 

The New Dietary Kitchen. 

About the only thing wanted at the bar- 
racks now is a dietary kitcher. Convales- 
cent soldiers, just recovering from typhoid 
fever, cannot stand the regular army ra- 
ticns fed to the men who are well and 
strors. The officials do not seem to have 
looked ufter this fact. Mrs. Nave, wite 
of the chaplain at the post, @as been feed- 
ing on an average of seventy-five and 100 
men every day from her private kitchen 
with such food as they could digest in 
their weakened condition. If it had not 
been for Mrs. Nave there would doubtiess 
have been more deaths than @ave been 
recorded. 

The Red Cross is already investigating 


this matter and had representatives at tie # 


fort yesterday looking to the establishment _ 
of such a kitchen. The society will doubt= | 
less succeed in its undertaking, and in 
this case the ladies need turn their atten- 
tion no further to the gick soldiers at 
McPherson unless it is to send. them little 
delicacies which they would not otherwise 
wet. There are hundreds of poor people in 
Atlanta, however, who Gave no . United 
States government to look after them and 
who need help a great deal

Woashirgton, 8.~(Special.)—Ths 
story of the foreign commerce of the 
United States in the year of her greatest 
exports has just becn completed by the 
bureau of statistics in its monthly, ‘Sum- 
mary of Finance and Commerce,” whic 
presents the details ef the imports and 
exports in the fiscal year ending June 90, 
1898, 

It shows that the exports to all parts of 
the world increased both in manufactures 
and products of agriculture, and that while 
there was a great falling off in imports, 
the reduction was almost exclusively in 
manufactured articles and food products. 
Manufactured articles ready for consump- 
tion fell from $134,375,126 in 1897 and $145,274,- 
039 in 1896 to $82,570,687 in 1898+ articles of 
food and live animals fell from $245,166,197 
in 1897 and $237,025,045 in 1896 to $181,480,011 in 
1898, while’ “Articles of Voluntary Use, 
Luxury,” ete., fell from $83.098.970 in 1897 
and $93.323.154 in 1896 to $77,452,561 in 1898. 

On the other hand, articles required by 
the manufacturers and classified as “Ar- 
ticles in a Crude Condition for Use in 
Manufacturing,’ of which the 1897 imports 
were $214,916,625 and those of. 1896 $209,368,717 
amounted in 1898 to $204,543,917, forming in 
18988 over 33 per cent of the total importa- 
tions, in 1897 they were but 2 per 
cent and in 18% 27 per cent of the total 
imports, showing a relative inerease 
in the proportion which these articles used 
in the domestic industries bore to the total 
importations. Manufactured articles for 
use in the medhanic arts formed in 15% 
about the same percentage of the imports 
that they did in 1896 and 189%. 

The exportations of manufactures, which 
amounted to $288,871,449 in 1898, exceeded 
those of 1897 by $11,586,058 and those of 1896 
b.” $60,300,271; while the products of agricul- 
ture. exported amounted to $854,627,929 in 
1898, -against $683,471,131 in 1887 and $569,879,- 
997 in 1896, tite chief increase in agricultural 
exportations,being in breadstuffs. 

rhe exportations of the year increased 
$180,336,694 and the importations of the 
year decreased $148,725,253, the comparison 
being made in each case with the preceding 
fiscal year 1897.

Illinois Manufacturers’ Association 
Wants Spanish Ports Open. 

Chicago, August 4.—A big move was made 
today to include in the peace treaty with 
Spain provisions for opening new Mnar- 
kets for the products of American indus- 
try. The following telegram, which was 
sent to President McKinley, tells the fact: 

“To the President, Washington, Db, C.— 
The following preamble and resolutions 
were passed at a meeting of the directors 
of the [iinois Manufacturers’ Association 
in this city today: 

“Whereas, negotiations for peace are 
now pending between this country and 
Spain in which negotiations the president 
of the United States has outlined his de- 
mands; and, 

“Whereas, it is helleved that such ne- 
gotlations will result in the appointment 
of commissioners by both countries for 
the purpose of concluding a treaty of peace; 
and 

“Whereas, it is of ‘great importance to 
the manufacturers of fhis country and con- 
sequently of equal importance to all of its 
people that the markets of the world be 
opened to its manufacturers, now. there- 
fore, be it 

‘Resolved, without in any way express- 
ing an opinion upon'the question of acqul- 
sition of Spanish territory by this country, 
that it is the sense of ,this association that 
che president of the United States be, and 
he is hereby respectfuily requested to in- 
struct those having in charge for this coun- 
try the conclusion of such treaty of peace 
to exact that. the ports of all Spanish 
territory in the Pacific ocean be opened 
upon the most liberal terms to ali products 
of American industry; be it further 

“Reeolved, That the secretary of this 
association send a copy of these resolu- 
tions to President McKinley.

HUKRICANE AT APALACHICOLA. 


Wind Attains Velocity of Eighty-Five 
Miles an Hour and Rainfall Heavy. 


Apalachicola, Fla., August 4.—A hurri- 
cane visited Apalachicola last nigiht, and 
from about 8 o'clock to 2 this morning the 
velocity reached was e‘ghty-five miles per 
hour.

Storm Throughout Florida. 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 4.—Specials to 
The Times-Union anf Citizen indicate that 
a hurricane of unusual severity swept the 
gulf coast of Florida yesterday.

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STAMP ON POST MONEY ORDER. 


War Revenue Measure Contemniated 
Only Collection of Two Cents. 
Washington, August 4.—The revenue act 
which took effect July Ist prescribed a 
government tax of 2 cents on each United 
States post money order. Instructions 
were issued in advance to all money order 
postoffices that this tax was to be -ol- 
lected, not by affixing stamps to the or- 
ders, but by charging 2 cents to the buy- 
ers of money orders in addition to the 

regular fee. 

This 2 cents is to be accounted for sepa- 
rately by the postmasters to the auditor 
for the postoffice department, and the 
gross amount of the collections, estimated 
at half a million dollars per annum, will 
be transferred from the postal revenue to 
the internal revenue fund quarterly by the 
auditor.

plain instructions sent 
are now coming in to 
the aud.tor’s office with revenue stamps 
affixed. Some of them have evidently 
been affixed. and canceled by postmasters, 
others by purchasers of money orders, still 
others, and most numerously, by payees 
when they receipt for the money. All this 
is double payment of tax, for the gelling 
postmaster will in every case be required 
to account for 2 cents on each order sold. 
No revenue stamps are in any case to be 
attached to United States postal orders:

FEIGNED INSANITY 
FOR FOUR YEARS 


Startling Story ef Young Hugh Buchanan 
of Georgia. 


HE WAS TRIED FOR MURDER 


Jury Judged Him Insane and He Has 
Been in an Asylum. 


| NOW CONFESSES HE HAS NOT BEEN CRAZY 


Unable To Stand the Horrible Decep- 
tion Longer, He Demands That 
He Be Tried for Murder. 


OUR years ago Hugh Buchanan, 

F we educated, rich, son of the late 

Congressman Hugh Buchangn, of 

Newnan, Ga., and a scion of one of the 
most prominent families in the state, killed 
& man at Marysville, Cal. On being tried 
he was adjudged insane and remanded to 
the Napa asylum, San Francisco. 

Several days ago Buchanan made a start- 
ling acknowledgment. Throwing off the 
horrible mask of insanity he had been 
feigning for four miserable years, he de- 
clared to the world he is not insane, and 
that family wealth was used to obtain that 
verdict in order that the name of the 
proud southerners could not be stained 
by a prison record. He now comes forth, 
makes a clean breast of his Story, and de- 
mands that the people of California place 
him on trial for murder, preferring a life 
imprisonment, or even the gallows, to the 
hell upon earth he has been suffering. 

The story will create a decided sensation 
all over the state. The Buchanans are 
well known in Georgia. His father served 
three consecutive terms in the ational 
house of representatives, beginning in 188), 
and was a congressional colleague of Cali- 
fornia’s governor, Budd. He also served 
aS a Captain in the confederate army, and 
for eigiht years after the war, he was one 
of Georgia’s superior court judges. 

Buchanan’s Thrilling Story. 

Following is the remarkable story young 
Buchanan told, as published in.The San 
Francisco Examiner of Sunday: 

“I was born at Newnan, Ga. ,thirty-nine 
years ago. My family is one of which I am 
proud, and I would not wish to bring its 
name into a murder case if by death or any 
ordinary suffering I could avoid it, but no 
greater disgrace can result from an honest 
meeting of the charge against me than 
from cowardly skulking in an insane ward. 
Besides, the torture of continuous associa- 
tion with these poor, babbling men goes 
beyond anything that can be imagined. 

“With as much sanity as I have ever 
possessed, and nobody ever regarded me 
as ingane until] my brother set lawyers at 
work io keep me out of prison, Il say that 
in preference to another year of this 
miserable existence, I would end my days 
at San Quentin. Yes, I would rather go 
to the gallows tree. 

“I came to California in 1891, and kept 
moving about, living chiefly on remittances 
that my brother sent me from the Georgia 
estate. I went toe Sisson, Shasta, Redding, 
Vacaville and San Francisco, and in De- 
cember, 1893, I went to Marysville. 

“About 11 o’clock one night in “March, 
1894, I was going to my room, when I 
stopped in at the Western hotel bar. Tom 
McNeil, the bartender, was a friend of 
mine, and he told me that I had been 
drinking too much already. Billy Miles, a 
faro dealer, was standing near by, and 
McNeil told him to throw me out—though 
he only meant it in fun. 

‘**T aon’t know,’ said Miles; 
but 


‘he may be 
I'll try it, 
if you say so.’ 

“He took hold of me and I clung to the 
railine of the bar. Finally ‘he hauled off 
and hit me in the face, and I pulled out a 
little World's fair souvenir knife with an 
inch blade and struck at him. I was con- 
siderably under the influence of liquor, or 
I would not have attempted to use even 
such a little weapon as that was. The 
knifeblade penetratéd under a rib and an 
artery was cut. Neglect in the medical 
work did the rest, though Miles’s bad phys- 
ical condition may have thad something to 
do with it, and the faro dealer died. 

“I engaged Lawyer Belcher, a relative 
of Judge Belcher, of San Francisco, to de- 
fend me, and he cOmmunicated with my 
brother, who was executor of our Georgia 
estate. My brother immediately came to 
California, and other jawyers were en- 
gaged. The attorneys were confident of 
winning the case, but my brother was a 
tenderfoot, and did not care to make a 
legal fight. He was afraid to injure the 
family name by letting me go to the peni- 
tentiary, and on that argument I agreed 
to the insanity dodge. Doctors were em- 
ployed to expert me into the tsylum, my 
understanding of the case being that Il 
should get out in a year. 

Fled for His Life. 
two years passed, after my con- 
finement, and I realized that that I had 
been shanghaied. I was then in the pay 
ward, with the ordinary privileges that are 
given to the gentlest class of patients, so 
I endured it for another year. Tihen, de- 
termined to get out and eventually settle 
the whole matter in court, I ran away. A 
file had been brought to me by a fellow- 
patient who had the run of the institution, 
and A night I filed off the padlock that 
heid the iron screen of my window. By 
means of blankets tied together I let my- 
self down to the ground. That was at 1 
o’clock in the morning. 

“There was no difficulty In getting away 
from the asylum grounds, and then I head- 
ed northward, planning to get beyond the 
railroad line at Calistoga, take the stage 
through Lake county, get over to Trinity 
arid then go on until I reached the railroad 
at the north. After a little while as a free 
man [ could establish a standing and return 
to fight for my rights in court. I got to 
the vicinity of Yountsville, but my shoes 
were too tight for me and | was not ac- 
customed to walking, so I concluded to risk 
an attempt to get to Calistoga on the train. 
I believeq that the asylum officials would 
expect me to follow the railroad route to 
the south rather than go towar@® the ter- 
minus of the line, but I was mistaken and 
they captured me. 

“After that I was kept a pretty close 
prisoner and I grew desperate. Last De- 
cember I get a chance to dodge out through 
the gate while some mattresses were being 
brought in, but being in poor condition to 
run I was caught. Now I am kept in what 
they call the strongest room of the asy- 
lum. The window is doubly barred. I go 
from here to the ward, and from the ward 
to that dry and dusty inclosure at the rear 
of the building, and wherever I go, except 
in this cell, the chattering imbeciles are 
with me, about me, after me. 

“It ig a misfortune to be one of these 
poor lunatics, but it is a thousand times 
worse to be kept among them in full pos- 
session of your understanding. 

“After I tried to escape last December, 
they put ‘the gloves’ on me, keeping my 
hands pinioned night and day, an@ I was 
compelled to wear them until May. Dr. 
Gardner w!l] not come to see me. I cannot 
get any word from my brother. And here 
I am—tortured but still hopeful. 

“The reason of my detention? No, T will 
not believe for a moment that my brother 
has any selfish motive. He has none. If 
he consents to have me still kept ina mad- 
house, it is because they tell him that I 
am insane, or because he is afraid that I 
will be sent to prison if I get out. 

“There was a very bitter fight between

Dr. Bowles, ‘who had been here many years. 
Dr Bowles insisted that I wag a sane man 
and he complained to Governor Budd that 
Dr. Gardner was guilty of malfeasance ip 
office for keeping me here. Dr. Bowles got 
the wurst of the contest, and I was on his 
side. 

“I do not know how Dr. 
profit by still detaining me. 

“All I ask is that I be tried for murder. 
I want no more of the lunatic’s mask. I 
demand the right of just punishment of my 
offense against society. I am not insane. 
I never was insane. I am not even a noc- 
tifrnal epileptic, as the paid experts classi- 
fled me. I killed a man in a drunken quar- 
rel—and will any man outside of this lunatic 
asylum say that my first and only stroke 
of the so-called epileptic insanity would 
have been likely to occur when I had been 
drinking and a faro dealer struck me in 
the face? If I had been a young man with- 
out money nobody would have pronounced 
me insane.’’ 

What the Experts Say. 

The view given by Dr. Gardner is a differ- 
ent one, This eminent expert says in effect 
that while Buchanan is practically sane 
nearly all the time, the epileptic impulse 
may seize him at any moment. 

‘‘At the time of the trial,’’ sayge Dr. Gard- 
ner, ‘I was called as an expert witness for 
the defense, with Dr. Elmer Stone, Dr. 
Rodgers and Dr. Barr. That was after J 
had examined the prisoner and concluded 
that he was insane. The expert witnesses 
for the prosecution were Dr. Rucker, of 
Oakland, who had@ been superintendent of 
the asylum at Stockton, and Dr. Robertson, 
of Livermore, who conducts a private sani- 
tarium. When the trial was in progress 
the judge appointed all the doctors a com- 
mission to try the defendant for insanity, 
discharging the jury that had been on duty 
three days. 

‘‘The doctors for both the prosecution and 
the defense agreed that Buchanan was in- 
sane, and we rendered a unanimous verdict 
accordingly. A second jury committed 
Buchanan to the Napa asylum. 

“It was the opinion of the experts that 
the patient would be continuously insane, 
and I do not think his condition has im- 
proved. I regard him as insane and a dan- 
gerous man, though to sit and talk to him 
people would ordinarily think him perfectly 
sane. (His desire to be tried for murder is 
evidence of his insanity, for there was no 
excuse for the killing. 

“But 1 am perfectiy willing he streuld be 
taken out on a writ of habeas corpus to 
have the matter tested at any time.”’ 

Whether he is sane or not in wanting @ 
murder trial, Buchanan is in the position 
of a life prisoner at Napa, with conditions 
about as severe as a sane mind could devise 
in connection with any California prison 
life. 


FIFTH ILLINOIS GOES THROUGH. 


Fine Looking Body of Soldiers Passed 
Through Atlanta Yesterday. 

Five special trains, carrying the men of 
the Fifth ILllmois volunteers, passed 
through Atlanta early yesterday morning 
en route to Newport News. The Fifth 
Illinois is one of the volunteer regiments 
that was ordered to join the army under 
General Miles at Porto Rico, but for some 
reason the order was rescinded a few days 
after it was received. A good deal of dis- 
satisfaction was felt and expressed by the 
men of the Fifth Illinois at the alleged 
open discrimination against them, but on 
last Monday another order came from 
Washington, again ordering them to the 
front. 

On account of the hour of their arrival 
in Atlanta, only a few people were at the 
depot to see them, but much enthusiasm 
was displayed by the men themselves at 
their good luck in being sent to take part 
in the Porto Rican campaign. 

The Fifth Dlinois marched e'‘ght miles 
from Chickamauga to Ringgold, Ga., and 
boarded trains for Atlanta on the Western 
Atlantic at that place. The regiment is 
composed of a body of fine-looking men, 
and it is certain that they will make a 
name for themselves if given an opportun- 
ity to do so in the field. 

The Fifth Illinois will go on transports 
at Norfolk for the journey to Porto Rico, 
before the end of this week,

AS TO HIS FATE 


Slayer of Charles Haynes Is Now an 
Inmate of County Jail. 


REFUSES TO DISCUSS AFFAIR 


Has a Wife, but Has Made No Effort 
To Communicate with Her. 


SAYS HE DOES NOT DESIRE ANY COUNSEL 


He Refuses All Offers of Assistance 
and He Spends Most of His 
Time in Reading. 
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OT since the shooting of Charles 
N Haynes, the foreman of the tile set- 

ters on the new Grant building, has 
Robert Lewis, the man who committed the 
deed, spokem to any one regarding the 
shooting. To every question concerning the 
affair he turns a deaf ear and seems to- 
tally unconcerned about the matter. 

Not only does he stoutly refuse to say 
anything about the killing of Haymes, but 
he also refuses to engage counsel to defend 
him at the trial. He is now an inmate of 
the county jail and occupies cell No. 21. 

He mingles with the other prisoners in 
the corridor, but rarely speaks umless spok- 
en to, although his silence does not amount 
to surliness. 

Jailer Maddox says that since Lewis has 
been at the jail he has been very s6ubmis- 
sive and has never interfered with any of 
the other prisoners. He sits about most 
of the time watching the others and reads 
occesionally. 

He does not look Hike an insane person, 
nor has he made any effort to appear so, 
but ‘his surprising inaifference as to the 
outcome of the affair is hard to under- 
stand. 

‘Tl have no relatives,"’ said Lewis yester- 
day at the jail, ‘‘and my wife is with her 
father at Blue Ridge. I have made no ef- 
fort to acquaint her with what has hap- 
pened and I don’t know that she has neard 
anything about It. 

“No, I haven't seen any lawyers to take 
charge of the matter and I have no wish to 
see any. I am feeling well and have abso- 
lutely nothing to say about my case.” 

It is said that Lewis is a member in 
high standing of the Masonic order and 
also a Knight Tempiar, but has expressed 
no desire to see or talk with any of the 
members. of either order. 

He has been visited by several who have 
interested themselves in his behalf, but he 
has refused every offer of assistance made 
him, amd to every one who has questioned 
regarding the killing of Haynes he 
has made the same reply—"I have nothing 
to say.” 

He does not seem to mind his confine- 
ment and appears to be in the best of spli- 
its. So far he has proved to be a mystery 
and one hard to solve.
